A vol- 

unteer or reservist, according to the 

act, is any person, male or female, 

resident in who, has, either 

_ before or after the passing of the act, 
- enlisted in any of the active military 
or naval forces of the empire or its 

allies. The act, therefore, protects 

both men and women, and is applic- 

able also to reservists of the countries 

_ ranged on the side of Britain in the 


great war. i 

No action of judicial proceeding of 
any kind may be taken against any 
volunteer or reservist, or against his 

ife or any dependent member of his 
family for the enforcement of pay- 
ment of any debt, liability or obliga- 
tion, nor for the enforcement of any 
mortgage, charge, lien or other se- 
curity, nor for the recovery or pos- 
session of any goods or chattels. or 
-lands and tenements until one year af. 
ter the termination of the war, or a 
year after the discharge of the person 
interested.

The resolution before the Dominion 
heuse, calling for Dominion-wide pro- 
hibition, was disposed of last Tues- 
day by the adoption of an amendment 
by R. B. Bennett of Calgary. The 
amendment carried on a division of 
67 to 46. : ; 

Bennett’s amendment was in linc 
with the government bill introduced by 
Hon. C. J, Doherty the other day, and 
declared .that when prohibition has 
been decided upon by the province, 
the transportation or importation of 
liquor into that province for purpose

Advises Sewing Flax 


"As a crop likely to be quite as 
Profitable as wheat this year, may’be 
mentioned flax. The annual consump- 
tion of flaxseed is in the neighborhood 
of 30,000,000: bushels on this contin- 
ent. All but about 2,000,000 bushels 
of this is used in the United States. 
The combined crops of seed in Canada | ° 
and the United States fall usually 12,- 
000,000 or 15,000,000 bushels short of 
this amount. This extra seed is nor- 
mally brought from Argentina, and is 
coming in at the present time. 

Where wheat seeding has pro- 
signed rather slowly, it it will often ve 

visable to sow the last few acres 
intended for wheat -rather to flax. 
The cash returns. per acre. from the 
two crops are likely to be practically 
equal thig year, and about the same ac 
they were last year, So why not try 
the flax and run no risk with late 
wheat, usually a poor crop at best. 

Only clean seed should be sown an¢ 
that on clean land. A limited area 
of well-prepared land sown with clean 
seed will be more profitable than e# 
large area of badly prepared land on 
which dirty seed is used.” 

Well-prepared land means: (a) a 
good summer fallow; (b) first year 
stubble after summer fallow properly 
burned, well cultivated; sown and then 
harrowed; (c) other stubble land 
burned if possible, well ploughed, ther 
packed, harrowed and seeded, and 
then packed again or rolled ang har.

PRAIRIE FIRE CAUTION

Soon farmers will commence 
burning off their stubble and we 
can not too strongly remind 
them of the great need for ex- 
tra precaution before starting 
the work. We would also draw
